Each essay 
must be signed with a pseudonym only, and be accom- 
panied by a signed statement that it has been the bona 
fide work of the competitor, and that he or she comes 
within the definition of those eligible to compete— 
namely, fourth and subsequent year students, and practi- 
tioners within one year of passing a qualifying examina- 
tion—together with the author’s name, pseudonym, 
address, medical school, and (if on Medical Register) 
month and year in which examination qualifying for 
registration was passed.

SCHOLARSHIPS AND GRANTS 
SCIENTIFIC RESEAKC 
Scholarships 
The Council of the British Medical Association is pre- 
pared to receive applications for Research Scholarships as 
follows: an Ernest Hart Memorial Scholarship, of the 
value of £200 per annum, and three Research Scholarships, 
each of the value of £150 per annum. These Scholarships 
are given to candidates whom the Science Committee of 
the Association recommends as qualifie’ to undertake 
research in any subject (including State Medicine) relating 
to the causation, prevention, or treatment of disease. 
Each Scholarship is tenable for one year, commencing on 
October Ist, 1932. A Scholar may be reappointed for 
not more than two additional terms. <A Scholar is not 
necessarily required to devote the whole of his or her 
time to the work of research, but may hold a junior 
appointment at a university, medical school, or hospital, 
provided the duties of such appointment do not interfere 
with his work as a Scholar. 


Grants 
The Council of the British Medical Association is also 
prepared to receive applications for Grants for the 
assistance of research into the causation, treatment, or 
prevention of disease. Preference will be given, other 
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things being equal, to members of the medical profession 
and to applicants who propose as subjects of investigation 
problems directly related to practical medicine. 


Conditions of Award: Applications 

Applications for Scholarships and Grants must be made 
not later than Saturday, May 2Ist, 1932, on the pre- 
scribed form, a copy of which will be supplied on applica- 
tion to the Medical Secretary of the Association, B.M.A.

Meetings of Branches and Divisions 


Batu, BrisTOoL, AND SOMERSET BRANCH: BrisToL DIVISION 
A general meeting of the newly constituted Bristol Division 
was held on January 22nd. The notice of constitution of the 
Division as from January Ist, 1982, was received, and the 
new Rules of Organization and Ethical Rules were adopted. 
The following officers were elected:

Batu, BristoL, AND SoMERSET BraNcu: West SOMERSET 
Division 

An ordinary meeting of the West Somerset Division was held 
at the Taunton and Somerset Hospital on January 29th. Dr. 
W. R. AcKLAND was in the chair, supported by twenty-one 
members and visitors. After some preliminary business had 
been transacted, Mrs. C. B. S. Hopson, F.L.S., staff lecturer 
to the Eugenics Society, read a paper in opening a discussion 
on eugenics and eugenic sterilization. 

Mrs. Hodson said that we were to-day in a dilemma. 
With a steadily rising standard of living, covering several 
generations, now coupled with a vastly improved medical 
science, widely applied to our people, statistics, though 
admittedly incomplete, all showed a downward trend in 
physical and mental capacity. This paradox was due to the 
virtual cessation of natural selection, and there was need for 
the public health services to introduce some form of scientific 
racial selection—in other words, to adopt means for preventing 
multiplication of those families which showed transmissible 
disease or defect, in so far as present knowledge made this 
possible. Recent advances in genetical knowledge had shown 
that the hereditary endowment of a stock must be elucidated, 
not on the demonstrable characters of the parents, but on the 
genetical make-up of their families. Turning next to steriliza- 
tion, Mrs. Hodson said that on sterilizing operations as such 
no controversy existed, as where therapeutic excuse could be 
alleged much graver operations than mere vasectomy and 
salpingectomy were performed in vast numbers, both for 
private patients and at the public charge for the poor. 
Eugenic aspects of preventive medicine required legislation to 
safeguard the medical man who operated solely with a view 
to extending protection from disease to posterity. The com- 
mittee for. legalizing eugenic sterilization had put forward a 
measure which would cover, in the widest way, such pre- 
ventive work, and which could be interpreted by an en- 
lightened public so as to include probable ‘* carriers,’’ and 
reduce fertility of the 10 per cent. subnormal, who formed a 
considerable part of that section of the population which was 
alone contributing to our annual increase. This Bill further 
provided safeguards against abuse by requiring that two 
practitioners, in addition to the operator, should give a 
written corroboration of the validity of the hereditary dia- 
gnosis. The alleged dangers of increased promiscuity in 
certain types, with attendant spread of venereal disease, would 
easily be overcome by some system of supervision as was 
carried out in the scheme in practice in California. 

In the subsequent discussion it was strongly brought out 
that the health of the nation required the opportunity for 
voluntary sterilization of persons with a large variety of 
constitutional troubles, and that the preventive work done 
in such a general way would naturally and gradually spread 
to the feeble-minded, supplementing the fundamentally 
important measure of segregation. 


BrrMINGHAM West Bromwicu Division 
A meeting of the West Bromwich Division was held at the 
West Bromwich and District General Hospital on February 
2nd. 

The position with regard to local hospital provision under 
the Local Government Act, 1929, was reviewed. It was 
agreed to reappoint the Local Hospitals Advisory Medical 
Committee, formed in 1929. ' 

A suggestion of the Council that the Division be transferred 
to the Staffordshire Branch, and become the West Bromwich 
and Smethwick Division, was discussed. It was unanimously 
resolved: (1) That the Division be allowed to remain in the 
Birmingham Branch, and (2) that it be recommended to the 
Council that the Division be renamed the West Bromwich 
and Smethwick Division. 

The Secretary made an appeal on behalf of medical 
charities, and members were reminded that the Dr. Alfred 
Cox Testimonial Fund was still open. Entries were invited 
for the Treasurer’s Cup golf competition. 


DERBYSHIRE CHESTERFIELD Diviston 
At the meeting of the Chesterfield Division held on January 
15th, Dr. HuGu Bareer, president-elect of the new Derbyshire 
Branch, gave a lecture on aperients and the colon. 

Beginning with a motto from Sir William Osler, defining 
a medical society as one which enabled a medical practitioner 
to keep up the stock of his mental shop with the latest wares, 
Dr. Barber gave in brief an outline of the most important 
work done in the last ten years. Taking the normal colon 
and its physiology as a basis, he dealt chiefly with the lack 
of the normal passage of faeces due to some pathological 
condition, dealing fully with these. His clinical pictures of 
constipation included mucous colitis, spastic colon, atonic 
colon, and sluggish colon and dyschezia, bearing in mind 
throughout the necessity of excluding organic disease. Laying 
chief stress on the diagnosis of these conditions, Dr. Barber 
dealt most fully with spastic colon and its treatment, which 
involved rest in bed, belladonna, and no aperients, with 
an enema if essential in two or three days. One of the most 
important points was to encourage the patient to forget his 
“conscious abdomen.’’ Dealing with aperients, Dr. Barber 
expressed the view that the drastic remedies were really only 
dealt with by the pharmacologists in their lectures, and that 
even the mild ones were abused. He concluded with some 
typical cases exemplifying the facts brought out in his 
lecture. 

The meeting was thrown open to discussion, in which nearly 
all the members present joined. On the motion of Dr. SHea, 
seconded by Mr. Mitwarp, a vote of thanks was accorded to 
Dr. Barber for his interesting address. 


Dorset anp West Hants Brancu: West Dorset 
A meeting of the West Dorset Division was held at the 
Bridport Hospital on January 21st. Visiting members were 
shown over the hospital, which had undergone considerable 
alterations and additions last year. 

Dr. H. A. Lake showed a male patient, aged 34, suffering 
from disseminated sclerosis ; also a girl, aged 24, whose left 
leg was paralysed below the knee-joint following a_ febrile 
attack. Dr. A. Pimm showed a boy, aged 10, suffering from 
chronic subacute rheumatism, and a man, aged 28, suffering 
from phthisis, who had been treated by artificial pneumo- 
thorax. Dr. Sanctuary showed a girl of 16—the diagnosis in 
this case appeared to rest between primary lateral sclerosis and 
hysteria ; the consensus of opinion was in favour of the 
former. 

Dr. H. C. V. Joy read an interesting paper on medical work 
in the Belgian Congo. The members were entertained at tea 
by the matron. 


Essex Branco: Nortu-East Essex Division 

A dinner was held on January 28th in the Red Lion Hotel, 
Colchester, and was followed by a debate on a State medical 
service. The debate was opencd by Mr. SoMERVILLE 
Hastincs, who pointed out the ideals of a State medical 
service, and the advantages that would accrue to the public 
and the medical profession. Dr. W. J. O’Donovan, M.P., 
replied, and pointed out the many disadvantages, economic 
and administrative, and stressed the point that patients were 
individuals possessing souls, and could not be treated as mere 
units with disordered mechanism. A very interesting dis- 
cussion followed, in which several members took part, both for 
and against the motion. The debate was wound up by the 
two original speakers, and a vote taken resulted in favour of 
the motion by a majority of one. 


Essex Brancu: Soutu Essex Division 
A meeting of the South Essex Division was held at the Queen’s 
Hotel, Westcliff, on January 12th. Mr. Ropney Marncotr 
gave an address on the injection treatment of varicose veins, 
haemorrhoids, hydrocele, and other conditions. For injecting 
varicose veins, he said, the ideal solution had not yet been 
found. The following were the solutions he used in his 
practice: (a) quinine and urethane ; (>) lithium salicylate ; 
(c) sodium chloride (for small superficial veins, or when the 
skin over the vein was very thin) ; and (d@) sodium morrhuate. 
The latter was the most popular with many people, as it was 
the least likely to produce an ulcer if injected by mistake 
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realize that with morrhuate the veins would recanalize in 
30 per cent. of cases. After the technique of injection and the 
dosage had been described, the complications and contra- 
indications were dealt with. Varicose ulcers were best treated 
with the ‘‘ elastoplast’’ adhesive bandage. In those cases 
where this produced a dermatitis (which in his opinion was 
as high as 20 per cent.) ‘‘ viscopaste’’’ should be used. 
Coexistent varicose veins should be treated by injection at 
the same time. The technique of the injection treatment of 
haemorrhoids was then described. A 5 or 10 per cent. 
solution of phenol in almond oil, with 0.5 per cent. menthol, 
was the solution of choice. 

The treatment of hydrocele by injection was not very 
satisfactory, and in 30 to 40 per cent. of cases much pain 
was caused without any good results. The treatment of 
bursae, naevi, and varicocele had been tried, but without 
satisfactory results. 

At the conclusion of the address an interesting discussion 
took place, in which many members took part. On the 
proposal of Dr. A. W. Ho_rHuseN, seconded by Dr. CHARLOTTE 
SHIELDS, a hearty vote-of thanks was accorded to Mr. Maingot 
for his interesting and helpful address. 


GLasGOwW AND WEsT OF SCOTLAND BRANCH: DUMBARTONSHIRE 
Division 

The annual dinner of the Dumbartonshire Division was held 
on January 20th in the North British Station Hotel, Glasgow, 
when the chairman, Dr. W. S. Younc, presided over a good 
assembly of members. Dr. R. W. Craig, the Scottish Medical 
Secretary, and Dr. J. G. McCutcheon, chairman of the Insur- 
ance Acts Subcommittee, were present as guests. After the 
royal toast, Dr. A. G. R. INGRAM, in a witty and enjoyable 
speech, ending on a serious note, proposed the toast of ‘‘ The 
British Medical Association,’’ to which Dr. Craic replied. 
Dr. W. B. ARMSTRONG proposed the toast of ‘* The Guests,’” 
to which Dr. McCurcueon responded. An informal discussion 
on pension schemes followed. Drs. Cramp, Scorr, and 
StEWarT contributed to the evening’s enjoyment with songs 
and readings. The function closed with a vote of thanks 
to the chairman, proposed by Dr. CuLLEN. 


GLasGow AND WEsT OF SCOTLAND BRANCH: GLASGOW 
Division 
Conference on Private Practitioners and Hospitals 
A conference between representatives of the staffs of voluntary 
and local authority hospitals in Glasgow, representative practi- 
tioners, and the Executive Committee of the Glasgow Division, 
was held on November 23rd, 1931, with Dr. Marion GILCHRIST 
in the chair. About seventy persons were present. 

Dr. Gilchrist intimated that the purpose of the meeting 
was to endeavour to secure a closer liaison between private 
practitioners and hospitals in Glasgow. In throwing the 
meeting open to a discussion, it was suggested that general 
practitioners might speak first. The following took part in 
the discussion which followed: General practitioners, Drs. J. 
ANDERSON, JAMES Cook, J. G. McCurcuron, D. M. 
Cameron, J. F. Lampere, W. O. Taytor, J. I. Cameron, 
Tuomas and FORRESTER ; Hospital staffs, Drs. JOHN 
MarsHALL, PENDLETON Wuite, S. BucHanan, Durr, Henry, 
Martin (Stobhill), Davip SmirH, JoHN HENDERSON, LENNIE, 
and DouGLAS STEVENSON. 

After most of the general practitioners had spoken, Dr. 
Joun MarsHatt moved: ‘‘ That the members of hospital 
staffs should now adjourn to consider their reply to the 
general practitioners’ statement of the case."’. The CHAIRMAN, 
however, did not put the motion to the meeting at this point, 
as she ruled that the practitioners were only voicing their 
individual opinions, and had no policy to put forward 
for the whole body. The hospital staffs accordingly con- 
tinued the discussion on the same terms. After the hospital 
staffs had spoken, Dr. D. M. Cameron moved: ‘‘ That this 
conference, being agreed to investigate a method of improving 
communications between family practitioners and hospital 
staffs, do form an executive committee to consider the matter 
in detail, and report at a later date to this conterence.’’ 

At this point Dr. Gircurist intimated that there were two 
motions before the meeting—Dr. Cameron’s and Dr. 
Marshall's. Dr. Wricut moved that before either motion was 
put to the vote, the meeting should be asked to vote on the 
question of ‘‘action’’ or ‘‘no action’’—that is to say, 
whether the business before the meeting should be taken 
further or not. A vote on his point showed 28 in favour of 
‘no action,’’ and 24 in favour of ‘‘ action.’’ The CHAIRMAN 
accordingly intimated that the discussion was now closed, 
and that, so far as the conference itself was concerned, no 
further steps would be taken in the matter. It would be the 
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and numerous cases of great interest were quoted. A vote of 
thanks was heartily accorded to Mr. Gamgee for his interesting 
address. 
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duty of the Executive to make a report of the conference to 
the Division at a later date. Dr. WatLace ANDERSON called 
for a count of those present showing whether they were on 
the staffs of hospitals or not. On a count being taken, it was 
found that 58 of those present were members of staffs, and 
only 12 were general practitioners. 

The following were among the points and suggestions put 
forward by speakers: 


1. It was suggested that the whole question of communica- 
tion between doctors on hospital staffs and general practi- 
tioners was a purely private matter which ought to be left 
to the conscience of both parties’ concerned, and that there 
should be no question of penalties for neglectfulness imposed 
on cither by any outside authority. 

2. The methods of admission to hospitals were discussed. 
A clearing-house system, either in the hospitals or outside, 
was suggested as a means of saving the time of all concerned. 
It was pointed out that the securing of admission to the 
general hospitals under the local authority was sometimes a 
more lengthy process than for the securing of admission to 
fever hospitals. 

3. It was suggested that certain hospitals were in the habit 
of prescribing expensive drugs for insured patients, which 
panel doctors were expected to prescribe on insurance forms. 
The eye hospitals were particularly offenders in this respect. 

4. One speaker suggested that it might be possible for out- 
patient physicians and surgeons to arrange their work so that 
on one day of the week thev attended to purely consultation 
cases, and on another day attended to non-consultation cases. 

5. Most of the speakers disapproved of Form M.R._ Several, 
however, favoured the use of a standardized form by practi- 
tioners and hospitals. 

6. It was pointed out that the Royal Charters of certain 
hospitals obliged these hospitals to accept persons applying 
for treatment, whether insured persons, or persons able to pay 
for treatment otherwise, or not. 

7. It was suggested that an improved liaison could only be 
obtained by carrying hospital managers with the doctors. In 
this connexion it was further suggested that it might be 
useful if the staff associations of the various hospitals were to 
combine for the purpose of co-operating in this matter, and 
so being able to bring pressure on the managers accordingly. 

8. One speaker suggested that general practitioners did not 
investigate their cases sufficiently themselves. He advocated 
spinal puncture as being within the capacity of the average 
general practitioner if he only set himself out to do it. 

9. It was suggested that at the Western Infirmary the forms 
given to out-patients stated that no person able to pay for 
treatment from private practitioners was eligible for treatment 
at the dispensary. Insured persons were always sent back for 
a letter of reference from their own doctor. 

10. Most speakers deplored the use of the private visiting 
card type of reference. One speaker, however, did not think 
that doctors’ reports were of much service to him. 

11. Several speakers held that notes from hospital staffs 
were strictly private and confidential, and ought neither to be 
used for legal purposes nor for insertion in national health 
insurance envelopes. 


Kent Brancu: Division 
A meeting of the Ashford Division was held at Ashford 
Hospital on January 14th. Mr. A. L. Moreron delivered an 
interesting address on common deformities of the foot in 
childhood and their treatment in general practice. The lecture 
was greatly appreciated. 


Counties Brancu: Harrow Division 
A meeting of the Harrow Division was held on January 27th. 
Mr. W. H. Ocitvie (honorary surgeon to Guy’s Hospital) 
gave an address on the orthodox and heterodox in surgery, 
with lantern and cinematograph illustrations. The lecture 
was of the greatest interest, and was listened to intently by 
the audience. 


METROPOLITAN Counties Brancu: KENSINGTON Division 
At the meeting of the Kensington Division held at the Great 
Western Royal Hotel, Paddington, W., on January 26th, an 
interesting address on the toxaemias of pregnancy was 
delivered by Professor F. J. Browne. 


Metropouiran Counties Braxci: LewisHam Division 
A meeting of the Lewisham Division was held in the Town 
Hiall, Catiord, on January 19th, when Dr. Witt1am O’Brien, 
chairman of the Division, presided. Dr. W. J. O’ Donovan, 
M.P., of the London Hospital, gave an address on common 


skin affections of the legs. He said that the amount of money 
spent in Great Britain during July in advertising eczema cures 
was £11,000, and it cost £11 to compile this information. 
“Eczema ’’ was an antiquated term that told neither pro- 
gnosis nor cause. Varicose veins were often absent in so-called 
varicose eczema. Bad legs were the possession of people with 
a peculiar mentality. ‘‘ Stocking erythema’’ of the legs 
belonged to the lower classes and dirty people. They were 
egotists and exhibitionists, with a long story to tell. Pruritus 
ani and vulvae were concomitant symptoms. Lichen planus 
was also a neuropathic condition. Skin friction caused 
nervous excitement, and then exhaustion. The condition was 
not found in those who earned their living and moved in 
good society. The treatment recommended was luminal, 
1/2 grain t.d.s., with protein shock and painting the limb 
with malachite green. Hutchison’s book-ea The Chronic 
Abdomen was recommended, especially for the light it threw 
on the Jewish temperament. 

Drs. Hupson Evans, and Beattie joined in the 
discussion. On the motion of Dr. Hupson Evans, a vote of 
thanks was accorded to the lecturer for his interesting address. 


METROPOLITAN CouNTIES BRANCH: WILLESDEN DIvIsION 


A meeting of the Willesden Division was held at the Willesden 
General Hospital on January 20th, when the chairman, Dr. 
A. G. Troup, presided. 

Dr. R. W. A. Satmonp (radiologist, University College 
Hospital) gave an interesting and instructive address on the 
interpretation of x-ray films. Various conditions affecting the 
bones, joints, lungs, stomach, duodenum, kidneys, and gall- 
bladder were illustrated by a series of excellent films, which 
the lecturer fully described. Particular mention must be made 
of the films showing disease in the various sinuses of the 
skull. 

At the conclusion of the paper questions were addressed 
to the lecturer, and, on the motion of Dr. C. F. T. Scorr, 
seconded by Dr. F. R. Srurrince, a vote of thanks was 
accorded to Dr. Salmond with acclamation. 


NorRTH OF ENGLAND BRANCH: DARLINGTON DIVISION 


A meeting of the Darlington Division was held at Greenbank 
Hospital, Darlington, on January 21st, when Dr. FaLconer 
presided. Mr. C. C. Irwin of Newcastle-upon-Tyne gave an 
interesting address on injuries in sport, which was illustrated 
by two cinematograph films. A third film of familiar faces 
on the staff of the Newcastle Infirmary was also shown. 
A discussion ensued, and questions were asked and answered. 
On the motion of Dr. PrrpHam, a vote of thanks was accorded 
to Mr. Irwin for his highly interesting address. 


NORTHERN IRELAND BRANCH: NortTH-East Utster Division 
A meeting of the North-East Ulster Division was held in the 
Café, Coleraine, on January 15th, when Dr. Boyan presided, 
and there was an attendance of seventeen. It was decided to 
hold a Divisional dinner at the Causeway Hotel, Giant's 
Causeway, towards the end of March. 

Professor R. J. JOHNSTONE read a paper on ovarian tumours, 
in which he dealt with a series of cases which had been under 
his care. After discussing simple tumours, many of which 
gave rise to no symptoms, Professor Johnstone dealt with 
malignant tumours. These might cause amenorrhoea before 
the menopause, or haemorrhage after the menopause. The 
resemblance to a _ retroverted uterus was sometimes very 
marked. Various complications were reviewed, including 
rupture, haemorrhage (pain being marked with haemorrhage 
into a cyst), torsion, inflammation ; and the speaker dealt 
with pseudo-myxoma. It was pointed out that ascites was a 
constant sign in malignant ovarian tumours, and pain, when 
present—that is, in about 50 per cent.—was of a colicky, 
intestinal type. The speaker dwelt on the great difficulty in 
diagnosis ; even when sections had been examined micro- 
scopically there had been doubt as to whether the tumour was 
simple or malignant. Differential diagnosis was considered, 
and a warning given against making a hasty diagnosis of 
pregnancy—a mistake which might have unfortunate results. 
In conclusion, the necessity for a guarded prognosis was 
insisted on. Apparently harmless tumours sometimes proved 
fatal in a very short space of time, while cases of frankly 
malignant nature had been kept in comfort for years by the 
use of deep x-ray treatment. 

The paper was illustrated by many interesting descriptions 
of actual cases seen. Professor Johnstone replied to various 
points raised by members. 
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On the motion of Dr. Evans, seconded by Dr. Ross 
THomson, a hearty vote of thanks was accorded to Professor 
Johnstone for his most interesting and helpful paper. 

Dr. Bateman was thanked for kindly providing tea before 
the meeting. 


NORTHERN IRELAND BrancH: Tyrone Division 

A meeting of the Tyrone Division was held at the County 
Hospital, Omagh, on January 28th, with Dr. W. Lyre in the 
chair. The financial statement was submitted and approved. 

After some discussion regarding the radius for panel 
patients, the following motion was adopted, and directed to be 
forwarded to the Ministry of Labour and to the central 
committee : 


In the opinion of the Tyrone Division of the British Medical 
Association, for the purpose of calculating mileage under the 
panel system, distance be counted from the doctor's nearest 
surgery or branch office, and that no panel doctor should be 
allowed to take patients on his panel at such a distance from 
his house that he cannot give them all the attention to which 
they are entitled. We consider that, unless in exceptional 
circumstances, the radius should be seven miles. 

The following addendum was also adopted, and directed to 
be sent to the Ministry of Home Affairs: 


We wish to point out that some dispensary doctors have 
panel surgeries at a long distance outside their dispensary 
districts. In some cases they are absent from their districts 
for a part of each week-day, and are therefore unable to give 
the requisite attention to their dispensary patients. 


SoutH WALES AND MONMOUTHSHIRE BRaNcH: SouTH-WEsST 
Wares Division 

A meeting of the South-West Wales Division was held at the 
Carmarthenshire Infirmary, Carmarthen, on January 20th. 
Dr. W. LanGpon Brown delivered a British Medical Associa- 
tion Lecture on allergy and allergic diseases. He commenced 
by explaining that allergy was only a new name for long- 
recognized conditions which had a similar pathology. He 
showed that allergy was distinct from anaphylaxis, and, in 
fact, included it. An account of the pathology was given, 
indicating that during sensitization foreign proteins were 
broken up, with the liberation of histamine, which was 
actually the ‘‘ villain of the piece.’’ Emphasis was laid on the 
great influence of the psychological! factor. Several of the more 
common allergic diseases were described in a most interesting 
manner, Dr. Langdon Brown drawing freely from his personal 
experiences. Finally, asthma was described fully, the effect of 
one or all of three excitants—namely, psychological, reflex, 
and chemical—being present, with the accompanying disturb- 
ance of the nerve control of the bronchus by the vagus and 
sympathetic. 

The address was very much appreciated, and the lecturer 
was congratulated upon the way in which so much matter 
was explained in so interesting a manner and in so little time. 


WILTSHIRE BRANCH: SWINDON DivISION 

A meeting of the Swindon Division was held in the Victoria 
Hospital, Swindon, on January 20th. Dr. H. Cricuton- 
MILLER delivered a British Medical Association Lecture on the 
psychological outlook in general medical practice. He quoted 
Frederick Roberts’s aphorism that there were three types of 
patients—those who suffered from organic disease, those who 
had nothing the matter with them, and those who suffered 
from a combination of the two. The lecturer dealt with the 
influence of personality on organic disease, and of organic 
disease upon personality. He then stressed the enormous part 
played by fear in our civilization, and illustrated his points 
by discussing typical cases seen in his practice. 

“The lecturer was unusually interesting, and many of the 
audience remained behind at the close to discuss for a long 
time some of the points raised. 

On the motion of Dr. C. E. S. Fremminc, seconded by 
Dr. D. Brewer, a hearty vote of thanks was accorded to 
Dr. Crichton-Miller for his interesting address, 


YorKSHIRE Brancu: LEEDS Division 

A very successful meeting of the Leeds Division was held at 
the General Infirmary, Leeds, on January 22nd, when some 
sixty members attended. A series of clinical demonstrations 
were given, including (1) the treatment of varicose ulcer and 
the common skin diseases, by Dr. INGRAM ; (2) ophthalmic 
cases, by Mr. Lopcr ; (3) the injection treatment of haemor- 
rhoids, by Mr. CHamperRiatn ; (4) phrenic avulsion, by Mr.

National Health Insurance 


INQUIRY INTO THE CONDUCT OF AN INSURANCE 
PRACTITIONER 

The Minister of Health has sent us three documents relating 
to an inquiry, held at the Ministry on October 23rd, 1931, 
under the National Health Insurance (Medical Benetit) Con- 
solidated Regulations, 1928, into the case of a London insur- 
ance practitioner. They comprise copies of: (1) the report 
of the Inquiry Committee (Mr. Archibald Safford, barrister- 
at-law, chairman, Dr. E. Collingwood Andrews, and Dr. D. G. 
Greentield) ; (2) the formal document embodying the Minister's 
decision ; (3) a letter from the Ministry to the London 
Insurance Committee. 

The Inquiry Committee was set up to investigate a repre- 
sentation made to the Minister of Health, dated July 11th, 
1931, by the London Insurance Committee. The grounds for 
the representation were as iollows. That whereas on March 
5th, 1931, the respondent attended an insured person, who 
was temporarily residing in London, but who was on the 
panel of a doctor practising in Surrey, and issued a_pre- 
scription and an insurance certificate, he was subsequently 
guilty of gross negligence in dealing with the case ; he failed 
to comply with the Terms of Service for insurance practi- 
tioners ; he refused to continue to provide treatment ; and 
ignored requests to visit the patient. The Insurance Com- 
mittee considered that the continuance of the respondent on 
the Medical List was prejudicial to the efficiency of the 
medical service of the insured. The Insurance Committee was 
represented by Mr. Theobald Mathew ; the respondent did not 
appear. 

FINDINGS OF THE COMMITTEE 

The committee found the following facts to have been 
proved: 

(a) On March 5th, 1931, the respondent visited Herbert 
Linnell, an insured person, who was on the list of a doctor 
at Mitcham, Surrey, and who was temporarily staying with 
his mother in London. 

(b) During the visit the patient's medical card was shown 
to the respondent, who made out three prescriptions on 
Form G.P.26 in respect of the patient, and a certificate of 
incapacity by reason of influenza. 

(c) On March 6th the respondent visited the patient and 
suggested his removal to hospital, but the mother refused 
to let the patient go. 

(d) On the evening of the same day, in response to a 
message that the patient was suffering great pain, the 
respondent sent some antiphlogistine, and stated that he 
would call the next day. 

(e) The respondent did not call until March 8th, when he 
diagnosed pneumonia. 

(f) On March 9th respondent sent a message stating that 
he was too busy to call, but would do so next day. 

(g) Respondent did not call on March 10th, but sent 4 
message to the effect that he did not intend to call any more 
as he would not get paid, the patient not being on his panel. 

(h) The services of another doctor were obtained, and the 
patient removed to hospital. 

(i) The patient died on March 17th. 

(j) In correspondence with the Insurance Committee re- 
spondent stated that he did see the patient, who was not 
on his panel; when the patient developed pneumonia he 
advised removal to St. Luke’s Hospital, but the mother 
objected, so he refused to go on with the case. 


INFERENCES AND COMMENTS 
The committee submits the following 
comments 


inferences and 

‘*(a) Inasmuch as the patient's medical card was shown 
to the respondent and he made out forms of certificate and 
prescription appropriate to insured persons in respect of him, 
he must be taken to have accepted the patient for inclusion 
in his list within the meaning of Article 5 (1) (a) of the First 
Schedule to the Medical Benefit Consolidated Regulations, 
1928. (b) Even if he had not, Article 7 (2) of the said 
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ment, represents that he is an insured person, the practitioner 
is required to give any necessary treatment.’’ (c) The 
respondent did not give the late Herbert Linnell necessary 
treatment. 


MINISTER'S DECISION 

The Minister of Health, having read and considered the 
report of the Inquiry Committee and having referred this 
to an Advisory Committee and considered their recommenda- 
tions, has decided not to remove the practitioner’s name 
from the medical list of the London Insurance Committee, but 
to withhold the sum of £25 from the moneys payable to 
the Insurance Committee in respect of medical benefit, this 
sum to be deducted from remuneration payable to the re- 
spondent. The Minister has also decided that the sum of £10 
shall be paid’ by the respondent towards the costs incurred 
by the London Insurance Committee in connexion with the 
inquiry. 


LONDON INSURANCE COMMITTEE 

The ‘‘ Farming-out’’ of Insurance Practice 
A meeting of the London Insurance Committee was held, 
under the chairmanship of Sir THomas NeiLt on January 
28th, when an unusually interesting case with regard to the 
employment of assistants and the system popularly known 
as ‘‘tarming-out’’ was brought forward by the Medical 
Benefit Subcommittee. 

It was reported that the subcommittee had had under con- 
sideration the case of a practitioner who, at the beginning 
of 1929, applied for permission to employ an assistant. The 
practitioner was about 80 years of age, and had _ previously 
retired from active medical practice. More recently he had 
succeeded to the practice of a deceased practitioner, and in 
December, 1928, had changed his name to that of the deceased 
practitioner. It was also found that the arrangement had 
been made with a view to maintaining the practice for the 
benefit of the widow and her children. Permission was given 
to the practitioner to employ an assistant, and an undertaking 
was received from him that he himself would attend at the 
surgery for one session each day. The case was reviewed 
in March, 1930, when it was found that the whole of the 
scripts issued in connexion with the practice during the 
previous year had been signed by the assistant. The question 
was then raised as to whether the practitioner was physically 
fit for the adequate discharge of his obligations, but on the 
matter being referred to the Panel Committee that body 
replied that, after investigation, it found that the practitioner 
was mentally and physically able to carry out his obligations 
to his insured patients, and also that a capable assistant was 
employed in the practice. The question was again considered 
in November, 1930, when it was found that out of 2,576 
scripts issued during the intervening period, only 102 had been 
issued by the practitioner personally. The practitioner, on 
the matter being brought to his attention, said that he was 
desirous of complying strictly with the committee’s require- 
ments, and asked that the matter should be reconsidered at 
the end of six months. When the question again came 
forward an analysis of the scripts showed that out of 1,168 
issuing from the practice, only 46 had been signed by the 
practitioner. The practitioner, however, said that the number 
of scripts signed by him should not be regarded as a true 
index of the personal service rendered by him in the practice, 
and he referred to the number issued during September, 1931, 
a large proportion of which, he said, were issued by himself. 
It was tound that the practitioner had, in fact, signed 
practically one-half of the scripts issued during that month, 
but they were nearly all issued within a fortnight, during 
which time his assistant was absent from the practice. 

The subcommittee recalled that a few years ago another 
practitioger had failed to comply with his obligation, under 
the Terms of Service, personally to provide treatment for his 
insured patients, the which this conclusion was 
reached being that the majority of the scripts issuing from 
the practice had been signed by the assistant. The Minister 
of Health, however, stated that he was advised that it could 
not be held that this practitioner's failure to give personal 
service constituted a breach. A practitioner’s obligations 
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were qualified by the provision that treatment might at any 
time be given by an assistant instead of by the practitioner 
in person, provided that reasonable steps were taken to secure 
continuity of treatment, and also that if the patient demanded 
treatment from the practitioner personally, the practitioner 
must comply. In the earlier case there was no evidence of 
any absence of continuity of treatment, or of any of the 
patients unsuccessfully demanding the personal services of the 
practitioner. The Minister had expressed the view that it 
was very undesirable that an insurance practice should be 
conducted on such lines, but, for the reason stated, he was 
unable to act upon the committee’s recommendation for the 
withholding of the money. The opinion of counsel was 
obtained by the Insurance Committee, and, having regard 
to that opinion, the Ministry of Health was requested to 
advise what steps should be taken by the committee in order 
to prevent the practice of ‘‘ farming-out ’’ by a practitioner. 
In reply, the Ministry had stated that if it were shown 
that a practitioner, without reasonable cause, was leaving his 
insurance practice to an assistant and giving insufficient 
personal attention to his patients, this might constitute an 
adequate ground for withholding consent to the continued 
employment of an assistant. 

In the case now under consideration the committee felt that 
it had not been fairly treated by the practitioner in the 
matter. He had not carried out his undertaking—given on 
more than one occasion—to attend at the surgery for one 
session each day—that is, assuming that the number of scripts 
signed by him might be taken as a true index of the con- 
sultations conducted by him, as he himself had athirmed. 
‘“ It appears to us also,’’ the report of the subcommittee con- 
tinued, ‘‘ that the whole essence of the arrangement existing 
between the committee and an insurance medical practitioner 
is one of personal service on the part of the practitioner to his 
patients, and we hold a verv decided opinion with regard to 
the system of what is popularly known as ‘ farming-out ’—that 
is, that in which a practitioner acquires a medical insurance 
practice, intending to conduct that practice by means of an 
assistant. In this case the obligation of personal service has 
been reduced to a mere travesty. We realize that there has 
been a capable assistant employed, and that the interests 
of the insured persons attached to the practice have not 
suffered at the hands of that assistant, but, if personal service 
means anything at all, it surely was never contemplated that 
a practitioner should be enabled to rid himself of his obliga- 
tion in that respect and to employ an assistant to the extent 
which has been apparent in this case. . We have come 
to the conclusion that the time has arrived for the committee 
to withhold its consent to the practitioner concerned in this 
case employing an assistant. We submit to the committee 
that such action would in no way be unreasonable, and we 
suggest that the committee should hold the necessary con- 
sultation with the Panel Committee in regard to the matter. 
There were at October Ist, 1931, 2,260 insured persons included 
in the practitioner’s list.’’ 

The recommendation to withdraw the grant of permission 
to the practitioner to employ an assistant was carried unani- 
mously. In accordance with the Terms of Service, the Insur- 
ance Committee is required to consult with the Panel Com- 
mittee with regard to the matter, and Mr. RockLirr moved 
as an addendum, and it was agreed to, that in the event of 
disagreement with the Panel Committee, the matter in differ- 
ence should be referred to the Minister of Health for final 
decision. 


Insurance Comittee Finance 

It was reported that the committee had received communi- 
cations from the Ministry ot Health on the subject of economy 
in administration. Mr. Rockiirr moved that the committee 
should decline to proceed with the consideration of such com- 
munications until it had received a specific assurance from 
the Ministry that any savings which it might be possible to 
eflect in the committee’s expenditure should enure to the 
direct advantage of national health insurance, its funds, or 
persons insured thereunder, and would not be diverted to any 
other department, purpose, fund, or persons. He objected to 
a reduction on the 6d. per insured person which was allowed 
to the committee for administrative purposes if it meant that 
what was saved would enable the ‘‘ bureaucrats of Whitehall ” 
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to spend more on their own administration while the com- 
mittee had to spend less. 

After some debate, Mr. Rockliff’s motion was lost. 

Mr. T. B. Layron made a strong protest against a proposal 
of the subcommittee which has been considering the matter 
that, having regard to the special circumstances affecting 
remuneration in London, any temporary reduction in re- 
muneration of the staff of the Insurance Committee is not 
warranted. He said that the staffs of other bodies had had 
to submit to a reduction of salaries, and he did not see why 
the staff of the London Insurance Committee should be an 
exception. 

Mr. SPEARING said that a good case might have been made 
out in years gone by for a much larger salary for the members 
of the committee’s staff, and it was judged unfair to bring 
the figures, already sufficiently low, down to a lower level. 
Only one member (Mr. Layton) voted for a reference back 
of the recommendation. 

On a motion that the sum of £4,400 be allotted for the 
year 1932 out of the moneys available for the provision of 
medical benefit in London for administrative expenditure of 
the Panel Committee, Mr. Rockiirr asked whether the Panel 
Committee had received requests, like other people, to 
economize in its administration. Dr. CarpaLe, chairman of 
the Panel Committee, said that that body had already 
economized before any such requests were received. 


MEETING OF CAMBERWELL PRACTITIONERS 
A meeting of insurance practitioners living in the area of 
the Camberwell Division of the British Medical Association 
was held at St. Giles’s Hospital, Camberwell, on February 
4th, when Dr. F. Porter-Smith, chairman of the Division, 
presided. 

The chairman, in his opening address, explained the 
reason for calling the meeting: first to discuss the position 
of panel practice and the attitude of practitioners towards 
any future changes in the service ; secondly, for tne election 
of members of the National Insurance Subcommittee. 

On the invitation of the chairman, Dr. A. F. Heald, 
organizing secretary to the London Panel Committee, gave a 
concise history of the panel system since its commencement 
in 1912. He drew attention to the increasing demands made 
on the doctor from both patient and official. He warned 
practitioners to be prepared for possible changes in terms of 
service. Dr. Heald proposed the following motion, which was 
seconded by Dr. Heard. 


That this meeting of the insurance practitioners of 
Camberwell and Bermondsey considers that the present 
remuneration for attendance on insured persons is in- 
sufficient for the increased professional services they are 
called upon to perform, and that the Insurance Acts 
Committee be urged to bring pressure on the Government 
to obtain a revision upwards of the capitation fee at as 
early a date as is practicable. 


Dr. G. C. Anderson, Deputy Medical Secretary of the 
Association, expressed his appreciation of the remarks made 
by the previous speaker. He reminded his audience of the 
work done by the B.M.A. on behalf of panel doctors and the 
efficient machine they had at their disposal for negotiation 
with the Government and other public bodies. He advised 
the subcommittee to submit its reports to a meeting of the 
Division, as of necessity the support of a Division would carry 
more weight. 

The following members took part in the subsequent dis- 
cussion: Drs. Partridge, Stratton, Sampson, Stevenson-Davies. 
Dr. Stratton suggested that the Panel Subcommittee be em- 
powered to submit its decision direct to the body concerned 
to avoid delay. The following resolution was adopted: 


That all matters of general policy of national health 
insurance should come before the next meeting of the 
Division, excepting in cases of urgency, when the sub- 
committee may communicate direct with the Insurance 
Acts Committee. 


The meeting closed with a hearty vote of thanks to Dr. 
Anderson, Dr. Heald, and Dr. E, W. G. Masterman, medical 
superintendent of the hospital. 
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HEALTH QUESTIONS OF THE DAY 


DEPUTATION TO THE MINISTER 

The Minister of Health received, on January 27th, a deputa- 
tion from the National Union of Societies for Equal Citizen- 
ship. The object of the deputation was to draw the Minister's 
attention to a number of matters relating to the work of the 
Ministry of Health in which the National Union felt deep 
interest. The subjects discussed included the care of mothers 
and children, the national health insurance scheme, housing 
and town planning, the representation of women on the 
comniittees of local authorities, and smoke abatement. 

In dealing with the first of these questions, the deputation 
laid special stress on the need for further steps to reduce both 
the high maternal mortality rate and the high rate of still- 
births, and urged the provision of gynaecological clinics. They 
also drew attention to the serious menace of mental deficiency, 
and advocated the legalization of voluntary sterilization. In 
dealing with the subject of national health insurance, the 
deputation asked that benefits should be given to the depend- 
ants of insured persons, and that maternity benefit should be 
extended to include the provision of skilled medical attendance 
and a nursing service. As regards housing and town planning, 
the members of the deputation welcomed the introduction by 
the Government of the Town and Country Planning Bill, and 
advocated the adjustment of rents of subsidy houses in 
accordance with the income of each tenant and the number 
of his dependants. Finally, the deputation asked the Minister 
to institute an inquiry into the whole question of family 
allowances. 

The Minister, in reply, said that on many of the matters 
which they had submitted to him he was in sympathy with 
the objects they had in view. They would, however, recog- 
nize that at the present time it was impossible to contemplate 
extensions of services which would impose extra burdens on 
the Exchequer. He was at one with the deputation in 
desiring to secure a reduction in the maternal mortality rate, 
and he believed that the circular issued to local authoritics 
by his predecessor had had a not unsatisfactory response. So 
far as he was aware it was the case that no authority had 
found it necessary to make any reduction in its maternity 
service as a result of the fimancial situation. The question 
of a comprehensive national maternity scheme was at present 
under examination by a committee of the Consultative Council 
of Approved Societies. He made it clear that he differed 
from the deputation on the question of family allowances, 
as he believed that such a system would be harmful rather 
than beneficial in its results. He was much interested in all 
that the deputation had said on the question of sterilization. 
He thought that the next step would be to have further 
inquiry made into the scientific aspects of the problem, and 
he had this question under consideration.

PAYMENT OF ANAESTHETIC FEES UNDER THE 
INSURANCE ACT 

Srm,—I see in the Supplement for February 6th that the 
London Panel Committee has decided to abolish the payment 
of any fee for anaesthetics, and that any insurance practitioner 
must pay such fees out of his own pocket. This is, in my 
opinion, a very injurious decision. The other members of the 
profession ought to be informed of the reason for this 
departure from the usual practice. 

If a general practitioner requires the help of a colleague 
to give gas, ethyl chloride, or other general anaesthetic for 
an insurance patient, so that an operation within the terms 
of contract can be performed, such assistance should be paid 
for from some other source than the practitioner's own 
pocket. The arrangement in the Act whereby the fee is 
deducted from the Practitioners’ Fund of the area as a first 
charge is just and equitable. The result on the fund as a 
whole is so small that it may be overlooked. 

The chief argument in favour of providing the fee from the 
Practitioners’ Fund is that it encourages practitioners to do 
these small operations themselves instead of sending them 
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to a hospital. It also encourages men to take more interest 
in their work, and to become more proficient. The dull 
routine of general practice is enlivened by meeting a colleague 
and doing a little operation together. If one is called to a 
case of dislocated shoulder and an anaesthetic is necessary, 
how much more satisfactory to be able to call in another 
practitioner immediately and relieve the patient, instead of 
subjecting him to the delay of going to a hospital or having 
to call in a colleague and pay his fee oneself or trust to his 
generosity to do it for nothing. 

I do not understand the reasoning of either Dr. Cardale or 
Dr. Gregg ; in fact, the report of the meeting is incompre- 
hensible. There must be something behind that is not dis- 
closed, and the other Panel Committees should know it. It 
may be that it has been found that certain practitioners were 
claiming fees for anaesthetics far in excess of others. But 
I fail to see why, if one practitioner prefers to do operations 
himself instead of sending them to a hospital, he should be 
penalized for doing this. As for the statement that many 
practitioners were giving anaesthetics to insurance patients 
and making no charge, I do not believe it ; and, if they are 
doing this, the fact does them credit as philanthropists, but 
not as common-sense persons. 

lf any practitioners are making claims more than the 
average the Panel Committee can refuse to pass the account, 
and ask the practitioner for an explanation. If the claim 
is rejected by the Panel Committee, he can appeal to the 
Minister. To abolish, as the London Panel Committee has 
payment of anaesthetic fees altogether is unfair, 
and unjust. More explanation is required of the 
why it has done. I hope no other committees 
will follow this example.—I am, etc.,

HEADACHE 
In his manual on Headache’ Dr. W. H. Rosey has 
expanded his text in a somewhat liberal fashion. He 
quotes not only diseased conditions of which headache 
is a feature, but also others from which this symptom 
is absent, and in instances not a few he enlarges on patho 
logy and treatment far beyond the direct claim of the 
subject which gives the title to his book. Nor is he less 
catholic in his quotations and references ; few, if any, 
authors have escaped his notice, and hence it is somewhat 
depressing to read that on the interesting question of 
the tissue structures in which the pain of headache 
originates we ‘‘ are often little nearer the answer than 
were Galen and his students.’’ One of the lessons Dr. 
Robey wishes to enforce is that while the patient requests 
relief headache the physician—anxious to 
afford this if possible—must not fail to recognize 
that behind the symptom there may lurk 
possibilities, and that only when all of these are 
thoroughness of examination can a 
justified.
